Damage Abandoned Bridge at Al- 
bemarle (N. C.) in Bombing 
Test at 6000 Feet. 


ALBEMARLE, N. C., Dec. 22. 
Army aviators engaged in bombing 
tests over the abandoned Swift Is- 
land bridge here had better luck 
today than yesterday. Of the 23 
600-pound shells dropped from the 
planes, one struck the bridge 
squarely in the center, blowing out 
great chunks of concrete and steel 
A dozen others struck one of the 
approaches, each creating a huse 
crater and apparently rendering 
the approach useless, 

The flyers failed to score one di- 
rect hit with 12 300-pound bombs 
yesterday, the nearest landing two 
yards from the bridge. 

Each of the shells dropped today | 
contained 150 pounds of high ex- 
plosive and was loosed from an 
altitude of 6000 feet.

The vessel, at anchor, had picked 
up a line attached to a yellow 
buoy. The buoy was anchored to 
a grapnel which had been dredged 
by the coast guard and which had 
hooked something.

While che Faicon was maneu- 
vering into better position I put on 
three suits of heavy woolen under- 
wear and three pairs of woolen 
socks. .. thermometer sent over- 
side to the bottom showed the tem 
perature there was 34. pretty coid. 
I wore woolen gloves which fitted 
inside waterproof mittens of can- 
vas lined with rubber, and these 
were cemented at the wrists to the 
diving suit. This combination was 
a special device developed through 
our experience in the 8-51 disas- 
ter. 

It was a little after 1 o’clock In 
the afternoon when they finished 
dressing me. The diving suit. with 
shoes and helmet, weighed 20% 
pounds. Under water the buoy- 
ancy makes it seem tight, but it is 
clumsy above the surface.

Carried Powerful Light. 
“Mike”

and was held aft by two hawsers.

This 
was to steady her as much as pos- 
sible. 

“Mike” had been down half an 
hour when he signaled that he was 
fouled. Hi; air line had become 
tangled within two or three min- 
utes after he landed on the subma- 
rine and he had spent the rest of 
the time trying to free himself. 

When “Mike's” signal came I 
was in my bunk asleep. I was 
called by Capt. Hartley. He told 
me “Mike” was fouled, and that 
they would like to have me go 
down. The men on deck were 
waiting with the diving cuit and as 
fast as [ could get into my woolen 
underclothes and socks I rushed 
to the aft ‘eck. I knew it was im- 
portant to have my hands free on 
this dive, because Mike’s last signal 
was “‘tell Eadie to bring the heavy 
vyire cutters.” 

Lying Face Down, 

The boys had the cutters ready, 
but I knew I couldn’t use them if 
I wore the clumsy mittens. These 
are very stiff and have only three 
fingers, one for the thumb and two 
for the four fingers, So 1 coated 
my hands with grease and pulled 
on a pair of woolen mittens. I also 
took a lamp, and, of course, I had 
my knife. To reach the spot where 
“Mike” was trapped I slid down 
on his life line. When I got above 
/ him I saw he was lying face down 
On the forward deck of the sub- 
marine, 

His air line was drawn across 
his back in a big loop. One side 
was held in a U-shaped piece of 
wreckage on the starboard side. 
The other side was fouled on what 
[ think was a piece of steel from 
the bow of the Paulding, the creft 
which collided with the S-4. It 
Was caught down near the bilge 
keel on the port side of the gub- 
marine. 


Because of the heavy seas, 
“Mike's” air line was 150 feet more 
than the depth of the ocean. Usu- 
ally the line is nearly taut, but we 
couldn't do this here because the 
rescue ship was plunging up and 
down. 

Called for Hack Saw, 

The bottom of the U-shaped 
Wreckage was nearest me, iI 
climbed down on the starboard side 
and tried to get the loop of air line 
out around the ends of the U. I 
found I couldn't do this, I took 
hold of the U with beth hands 
and tried to pry it apart I soon 
learned this was impossible. 

I put my helmet close te “Mike's”

I examined the U again and 
found it was an angle iron broken 
almost in two, I telephoned the 
Falcon for a hack saw. They tied 
the saw to a heavy shackle and 
lowered it. I got it, and then 
stepped into the wreckage and be- 
gan to saw the angle iron. It took 
me an hour to cut through, be- 
cause 1 had to work slowly. ' 
was afraid of breaking the brittle 
blade of the hack saw. Finally I 
cut it through and got “Mike’s” 
line clear. 

“Mike” Almost Unconscious. 

“Mike” then thought he was free 
and wanteé to leave me. I shouted 
to him, “You're still foul on the 
other side, ‘Mike’, hold the lamp 
while { clear you there.” ‘“Mike”’ 
was swaying and playing the light 
at random. He was practically un- 
conscious, but was kept from fall- 
ing by the buoyancy of the air in 
his heitmet and the upper part of 
his suit. 

I took the lamp out of his hand 
and wint to portside to see how 
he was fouled there. I climbed 
over the side of the submarine and 
suddenly felt myself dro, rapidly 
and my feet hit on some wreck- 
age. I found the air hose caught 
under a plece of jagged tron 12 
feet down, and with the air line 
swaying under it the iron would 
soon have cut the hose in two. 

It teok -e less than a minute to 
get the air line loose. I then 
opened the air control valve and 
let more air into my suit to give 
me additional buoyancy. I started 
to climb up the side of the sub- 
marine, but caught the leg of my 
trousers on the jagged piece of 
metal and ripped a hole in my div- 
ing suit. I could feel the water 
coming in and before I got to the 
deck it was up to my neck. But 
it couldn’t get inte my helmet. My 
underwear and socks were soaked 
through. It was pretty cold, with 
the water only two degrees above 
freezing. 

“Mike” Recovered a Little. 

When I got to “Mike” he seemed 
to have recovered a little. I tele- 
pho: 2d up to haul in slack on the 
lifeline. I didn’t know ‘“Mike’s’’ 
lifeline had caught around by life- 
line, 7 telephoned, “all right on 
‘Mike’, and they started to haul 
him up. I felt a tug on my line 
and I yelled, “don’t haul me up, 
‘haul ‘Mike.’ ” - 

The tugging stopped and I looked 
up and saw “‘Mike” swaying above 
me, his feet just within reach; I 
pulled him down to the deck. I 
opened the spit cock in his helmet 


'to release excess air and cut down 


his buoyancy a little. I then picked 
him up in my arms. This being 
easy because it was under water 
and passed him around me so he 
was Clear «f my lifeline. 

I closed the spit cock, and think- 
ing it would be bette if we could 
get to the descending line, J started 
walking toward the conning tower. 
[ motioned “Mike” to sollow and 
held the lamp behind me so he 
could see, 

Couldn’t Stay Much Longer, 

When I got to the line I looked 
back for “Mike.” He was no- 
where in sight. I kept playing the 
lamp toward where { had left him, 
but I” couldn’t see him. I tele- 
phoned up and asked “where is 
“Mike.” I didn’t get my answer, 
They said, “Do you want to cOme 
up?” It was so cold I didn’t think 
{ could hold out much longer, so 
{ said, “Yes, please hau] me up." 

Before the line became taut I 
walked back on the deck of the 
submarine and played the light all 
around to make sure “Mike” was 
being pulled up. 

They hauled me straight from 
the bottom to the surface without 
making any stops for decompres- 
sion because my suit was full of 
water. They rushed me into the 
decompression chamber and I got 
out of my suit, “Mike” was in 
there, too. We had to cut his suit 
and gloves off his underwear, It 
took two men to bend his knee. We 
wrapped “Mike” in blankets 
soaked in hot water. 

I got my own underwear off and 
wrapped up in a blanket. They 
ran the air pressure up to 60 
pounds, 10 more than the pressure 
on the bottom at the place where 
the submarine was sunk. 

I was sitting by “Mike's” side 
watching him at 3:30 o'clock Mon- 
day morning when he first opened 
Fis eves. 
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WIDOW ASKS NAVY 
FOR FACTS ON 3-4 


Three of Four Questions About 
Submarine Answered by 
U. S. Bureau. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE Dec. o2. 
The Baltimore News today pub- 
lishes a series of questions which 
it says were directed to the Navy 
Department through that paper by 
Mrs. Roy K. Jones, widow of the 
commander of the ill-fated sub- 
marine S-4, asking the department 
to tell her how and why her hus- 
band went to his death. ‘The re- 
plies also are given. 

The article says four questions 
were asked by telephone as fol- 
lows: 

“1, Why owas the destroyer 
Paulding allowed to operate in an 
area set aside for submarine ma- 
neuvers? 

“9. Why was the 8-4 ated: to 
make a deep sea dive with no sal- 
vage vessels at hand? 

“3, Why didn’t the Navy De- 
partment have pontoons at hand? 

“4, Why was Provincetown with 
its cold stormy waters selected as 
the scene of the maneuvers?” 

Lieutenant-Commander F. C. 
Denebrink, spokesman for the Bu- 
reau of Operations, the News says, 
could not answer the first question, 
referring the inquirer to the Chief 
of the Bureau. 

To the second question, Dene- 
brink was quoted as saying the 
S-4 was not making a deep sea 
test but was merely conducting 
standardization tests while running 
submerged. It was not deemed 
practicable that salvage vessels be 
present every time a submarine 
submerges. 

To the third question, Denebrink 
replied that the Navy Department 
was unable to foretell when or 
Where these accidents would oc- 
cur. Submarine operations were 
conducted not at one point but 
along the entire Atlantic seaboard 
and out on the Atlantic. 

“It would be recalled,” he was 
quoted, “‘that ponioons had to be 
especialiy constructed to salvage 
the 8-51 when the submarine sank 
in Long Island Sound in 1925.” 


Provincetown was selected § as 
the scene of the maneuvers, the re- 
ply to the last question stated, be- 
cause of its proximity to the Ports- 
mouth Navy Yard, where subma- 
rine activities are largely centered. 

When the answers of Lieutenant- 
Commander Denebrink weer shown 
Mrs. Jones, the News states fur- 
ther, she said they were “unsatis- 
factory” and added: “I don't want 
to appear to be criticising the navy, 
for my husband loved the navy and 
so do I. 

“But I would feel more recon- 
ciled to his loss if given satisfac- 
tory answers and assured that his 
death was the result of an acci- 
dent that could not have been 
guarded against, for I do not want 
to feel that my husband and his 
men were murdered,”

home at Bridgeport, Conn., during 
the night, stating that there should 
have been enough air in the tor- 
pedo room of the §8-4 to last one 
man 700 hours. He computed 
that there should have been suffi- 
elent to keep six men alive 116 2-3 
hours, The men might be uncon- 
scious for many hours before they 
died, Lake said. 

Commander Ellsburg said there 
was the “bare possibility” that life 
existed In the submarine. Other 
officers said, if there was still life 
in the men the fresh air should 
have revived them in about four 
hours, 

Commander Ellsberg said there 
morning that divers had found 
much wreckage from the Paulding 
on the forward deck of the subma- 
rine.

The air lines are attached to the 
“S.C” tube, or listening device, 
which serves the purpose of ears 
for an undersea boat. The tube is 
a T-shaped contrivance of brass 
projecting from the deck, and made 
of brass pipe with rubber fixtures 
at either side of the T, which per- 
forms the service of sound magni- 
fiers. These rubber pieces were re- 
moved by the divers and the air 
lines were attached to the brass 
tube. 

Broke Loose From Buoy Line. 


After a northwest gale had in- 
terrupted salvage operations since 
Sunday, the salvage fleet discov- 
ered yesterday, the first. day of 
rescue work, that. the S-4 had 
broken loose from a line that led 
to a marking buoy, and was lost. 
The entire day of calm weather and 
flat sea was spent in grappling and 
diving for the vessel. 

At 5:17 p. m. yesterday sailors

LOSES SUIT AGAINST 
BROTHER'S ESTATE 


Dr. R. B.:H. Gradwohl Sought 
$5785 for Professional Serv- 
ices in New York. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—The swt 
of Dr. B. H. Gradwohi of 8t. Loulz 
against- the estate of his brothe, 
Ricord Gradwel, for $6756 for 
medical services in Ricord Grad- 
well’s tast ilines, was dismissed 
yesterday by Justice Walsh of the 
Supreme Court in Brooklyn. Na- 
than Vidaver, executor of the ¢s- 
tate, showed that Ricord Gradwell 
had lent Dr. Gradwohl $2250 on & 
promissory note in 1919 and that 
only $450 of the loan had been re- 
paid. 

It was brought out during the 
hearing that Miss Elizabeth Irving, 
an actress to whom Gradwell willed 
the bulk of his estate, had tele~- 
phoned Dr. Gradwohi in 8t. Louls 
that his brother was seriously ill 
and that the physician responded, 
assisting three other doctors who 
were treating Gradwell. 

Of three wills which Gradwell 
had made his third and last will 
left his entire estate of about $200,- 
600 to Miss Irving, after making 
provision of a bequest of $500 to 
his friend, John Maynard Harlan, 

Gradwell explained that he pur- 
posely refrained from leaving any- 
thing to his wife, Naomi Miller 
Gradwell, because 10 years ago she 
had réfused to live in New York 
and that he had bought her a 
home ir Los Angeles and had sent 
her $1000 a month. It was un- 
derstood between them, that in 
consideration of this, Mra, Grad- 
well would forego any claim to the 
estate, Gradwell 
will.

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Jake 
Schaefer, son of the famous wiz- 
ard, regained the world's 18.2 balk- 
line crown by defeating. Welker 
Gochran of Hollywood, Cal. 1500 
to 1304 in their championship 
match which came to a close be- 
fore a small crowd at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania last night. It was 
the fourth time in his career as 
a professional that Schaefer has 
captured the title. . 

Cochran did not. surrender his 
championship without a real fight 
and outplayed the new title hold- 
er by a wide margin in the final 


But even this great margin was 
not enough to save his crown as 
he lost the afternoon game and 
entered the final block trailing by 
447 points. 

The Californian started the night 
game with a run of 97, but Schaef- 
er came back with a high run of 
161 in the second inning. That big 
run put the Chicago player within 
97 points of the championship. But 
it did not discOurage Cochran, and 
in the second inning Cochran got 
his stroke working nicely and put 
together a cluster of 128 and the 
crowd cheered. 


Cochran Makes Long Run. 

Schaefer edged nearer the cham- 
plonship with a run of 52 in the 
third inning. But his playing fell 
off after this while Cochran made 
16 in his third inning. seven in the 
fourth and then a 196, the high- 
est run of the match. Cochran 
was in wonderful stroke during 
his long run and had the ivories 
under his control throughout. 

Now and then he was forced to 
make a hard shot which he execut- 
ed like a master. The crowd was 
with him and applauded when he 
reached the 100 mark. It looked 
as if he was géing to reach the 
second century, for he had the 
palls close together near the side 
rail after the .196th shot. He 
played a bit too quickly on his 
197th and missed an easy cushion 
carom off the rail. 

Cochran had all the “breaks” 
against him in the match and that 
was one of them. He picked up 
56 more points in the next inning. 
but once again he became a bit 
eareless, shot too quickly and 
missed another easy cushion ca- 
rom _ shot. In the meantime, 
Schaefer was not making much 
progress in terminating the match, 


Schaefer Runs Out String. 

He scored four points in his 
sixth inning and only two in the 
seventh. Cochran counted 51 
points in his sixth inning and had 
the balls closely gathered when he 
attempted a masse shot. The shot 
looked easy enough, but the cue 
ball hit the first object ball twice 
and that ended his run. It also 
ended his reign as the 18.2 cham- 
pion. He won the title in the 
tournament last year. 

Schaefer stepped up to the ta- 
ble and counted the necessary 16 
points which gave him the crown. 

It was his poor playing in the 
afternoon that wrecked whatever 
chance Cochran had to save the 
title. The champion hammered 
the ivories around the table in a 
reckless manner and lost the block 
by &@ score of $00 to 163. 
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SCHAEFER AVERAGES 33 IN WINNING 18.2 
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A Wise Decision. 


ae | HE more I think of it, the

It is a tragic fact 
for the world that those who are 
conquered by depressions are often 
people who do not only have a 
good mental equipment, but whore 
aspirations are above the average. 
Mest individuals who suffer from 
depressions do not realize that 
these periods of hopelessness and 
despair are due to a sickness of 
the mind which can be cured just 
as bodily ailment is cured. By 
recognition and proper treatment, 
potential failure may be turned into 
success. 

Mild depressions of spirits, or 
blues, may be caused either by 
some temporary physical disorder 
or by some depressing experience, 
such as the upsetting behavior of 
lover or stock market. If the mel- 
ancholy has a physical basis, the 
obvious thing is to discover and 
treat the physical cause. 


Even though the cause of the 
blues may not be physical, there 
are still ways to banish it, for those 
sufficiently clear-headed to diag 
nose their own minor mental ills, 
Aside from those due to physica! 
causes, depressions are apt to be 
brought about by an occasion of 
inadequacy or defeat, an enhance- 
ment of one’s sense wf inferiority, 
or @ realization of irreparable logs. 
Once clearly recognized, such 
conditions may be deliberately 
combated. 


One may often regain composure 


and self-confidence in such situa- 


tivur. by recourse to an old trick. 
Every one is a master of some- 
thing. <A Harvard professor who 
is world-famous for his achieve- 
ments and popularity was once 
very self-disparaging. He acci- 
dentally discovered that he could 
Play chess better than any other 
man in his school. This gave him 
a sense of assurance that helped 
him to give freely to the world 
Some great work in the scientific 
field. 


OW, not every one can be a 
chess champion, but-some can 
excel at golf and some at mak- 
ing a cake and some at music and 
some in entertaining children. 


Some people can reason them- 
selves Out of the blues ‘y looking 
the cause squarely in the face and 
realizing that nothing is fina). Uth- 
ers gain relief by talking over their 
with understanding 
friends, still others can read them- 


selves out of their depressions. 


All of these cures apply to the 
“blues,” the mild depression with

“Oh, he fs just worried 
about business affairs,” is a com- 
mon comment; or, “He probably 
has some family trouble,” or, 
“Some love affair, I suppose.” 
None of these adequatel, explains

Y understand it, because not even 

the sufferer himself understands 
it. He knows only that the world 
seems to grow darker and darker, 
until the path before him is 
scarcely discernible’and each step 
is slow and painful. He may, and 
often does, ascribe it to this or that 
cause, but his explanations are as 
inadequate and inappropriate as 
those of his sympathetic but puz- 
zlied friends. 
This, in theory, distinguishes the 
“depressions” of the morbid type 
from grief of what may be called 
a normal type, such as that of the 
man who suffers sorrow and has 
a definite external cause for it. Of 
this cause and its relationship he 
is clearly conscious, and time rap- 
idly heals the wound. Grief rare- 
ly, if ever, produces failure.
